Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims land 3-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or make obvious "wherein the control information includes information 
for identifying the corresponding segment table, the number of the free unit recording 
areas indicated by the segment table, the total capacity of the free unit areas, the 
address of the first free unit recording area indicated by the segment table, and a flag 
for specifying whether or not the corresponding segment table is to be read at the time 
of recording the data files" in combination with the other claimed features.
